Financial companies of Great 
Britain need not be afraid of Social 
Credit, in Alberta at any rate, Pre- 
mier William Aberhart declared last 
week in commenting on a despatch 
from England expressing the belief 
that Social Credit will not mature 
in this province or “do much harm.”

Move Drought Area 
Livestock Free (?) 


Necessity of providing free freight 
passage to livestock being conveyed 
from drought areas to the northern 
districts of the province, formed the 
basis of a discussion between George 
Stephen, of Montréal, traffic vice- 
president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, and Hon. W. N. Chant, 
minister of agriculture, on Thursday 
last in Edmonton. 

Costs of transporting livestock in 
former years were absorbed _ be- 
tween Dominion, province and rail- 
ways. This year the Dominion de- 
clined the agreement. 

Provincial representatives were 
emphatic in their stand that there 
was an urgent need of moving cat- 


with the aggregate running into 
scores of millions of dollars. 

In its set-up, the treaty grants to 
American manufacturers and _ pro- 
ducers set rates below the usual 
Canadian intermediate tariff on a 
wide range of enumerated articles 
which are set forth in schedule 1. 
But, in addition to this, it grants 
the intermediate rate on hundreds of 
articles of everyday use in Canada 
which now pay the general or high- 
est rate in Canada’s three-decker 
tariff structure.

There will be plenty of contro- 
versial matter for the new Congress 
to consider. One of the first things 
it is expected to do is to pass the 
soldiers’ bonus, but without either 
the Patman greenback provision, or 
any new tax plan tto provide revenue. 


The principle of the Vinson bill for 


a long-term bond issue to raise cash 
for the veterans is now generally 
accepted, although it is expected 
that the opportunity may be: seized 
by some of the “soak ‘the rich” advo- 
cates to press again for the imposi- 
tion of heavy Federal inheritance 
taxes. 
Social Security Again? 

There are many straws indicating 
a lively controversy over old-age 
pensions, going far beyond the pres- 
ent Social Security Act. Washing- 
ton is only just beginning to realize 
the voting strength ‘behind the so- 
called Townsend Plan, which is 
organizing local units all over the 
United States and will ‘be in a posi- 
tion to put heavy pressure upon 
Congress. There is little chance that 
any universal scheme of old-age 
pensions will be adopted, but the 
subject will certainly get an airing. 

The forces back of the ‘thirty- 
hour-week plan have derived new 
strength from the action of the Fed- 
eration of Labor Convention, which 
advocated a Constitutional amend- 
ment giving the Federal Govern- 
ment complete power to regulate all 
industry and to fix hours and wages. 
It is not impossible that such an 
amendment, backed by the growing 
strength of organized labor, may be 
submitted to the states by Congress 
before the next session adjourns. 

Discussion of this will re-open the 
old question of the NRA. It is cer- 
tain that strong efforts will be made 
to put through some modification of 
NRA. Washington cannot think of 
NRA without being reminded of 
General Hugh Johnson, its aggres- 
sive former head, and General John- 
son has turned into the most caustic 
of all critics of the New Deal. He 
has lately been openly expressing 
himself.

AAA Acceptance 

The Presidential announcement 
that the AA‘A must be regarded as a 
permanent arm of Government and 
not merely as an emergéncy measure 
is looked upon there as a clever piece 
of political strategy. There cannot 
be any question that the beneficiar- 
ies of AAA like it; the recent ten- 
to-one vote for the continuation of 
the corn-hog program is pointed to 
as convincing proof, if any were 
needed. In promising the farmers 
that AAA is to be. continued perman- 
ently, the Administration puts the 
issue squarely up to the Republi- 
cans who, it is conceded, must go 
along with AAA or offer some ac- 
ceptable substitute which has not 
yet been formulated. 

The European war situation has 
brought the question of national de- 
fense again sharply to the front. 
The next session of Congress may 
bring about! a show-down between 
the ‘“peace-at-any-price” followers 
of Senator Nye, and the “big navy” 
advocates, among whom President 


Roosevelt himself has heretofore 
been numbeted. 
What our Government's policy 


will be may be partly determined by 
the outcome of the Naval Confer- 
ence which is to meet in London on 


December 2nd. There is not . even 
the pretense of calling this a dis- 
‘armament conference. The expec- 


tation is that England, and most of 
the other naval powers represented, 
will press for agreements permit- 
iting them to increase their naval 
strength, and in that case it would 
seem to be up to the United States 
to do likewise.

PREMIER HOISTS 
ADVERTISING BAN 

Last week Premier Aberhart re- 
ceived a ‘delegation consisting of 
executive officers of the Alberta 
Division Canadian Weekly News- 
papers Association, which organiza- 
tion represents almost 100 per cent 
of the weekly newspapers of this 
province. The publishers were pro- 
testing against the Aberhart gov- 
ernment’s proposal to ban all beer 
and liquor advertising in Alberta 
publications, effective November Ist. 

In presenting their argument, the 
representatives of Alberta’s weekly 
press pointed out that abolition of 
the advertising mentioned would 
mean disaster for many newspapers 
which had been struggling to keep 
in business and render service to the 
rural areas under most fearful odds. 
Revenues of every description have 
fallen, until many publications were 
facing suspension. 

Beer advertising, paid for by Al- 
berta brewing interests within this 
province, amounts to around $28,000 
per year, of which the weeklies re- 
ceive about $18,000. The dailies re- 
ceive around $10,000. But this 
$28,000 represents 
per cent of the total liquor advertis- 
ing expenditure with the press of 
the province. The_other 80 per cent 
into Alberta from brewers 
and distillers outside of the prov- 
ince; from Ontario, Quebec, British 
Columbia, the British Isles and 
other countries of the world whose 
liquors find their way on the shelves 
of Alberta Liquor Vendors. The 
bulk of the advertising done in Al- 
berta is paid for with “new money” 
coming into the province.
